QUESTION: Why did God approve Old Testament 
characters having more than one wife (as David, Joseph, 
etc.) and was so finally against it in the New Testa- 
ment?—Dorothy J. Searcy, Oakboro, North Carolina. 


SINCE THERE WAS no specific command- 
ment against polygamy during the lifetime of most Old 
Testament characters, God seems to have overlooked it 
then. Still the practice was against His original plan. 
When Adam the first man needed a mate God created 
one woman to be his wife, not several. Genesis 2:24 
says that man “shall cleave unto his wife”—not his wives. 
Nowhere is the plurality of wives advised, ordered or ap- 
proved in the Scriptures. The custom arose without 
authority and was overlooked because it was not con- 
demned. Among the Jews the custom died as naturally 
as it had arisen. By the time of Christ there is no evi- 
dence of it—except among the heathen. The Jews prac- 
ticed polygamy without authority and ceased it without 
divine reproof. The practice, however, was so contrary 
to both human and divine nature that it was condemned 
in the New Testament. 1 Corinthians 7:2: “. .. let every 
man have his own wife .. .”—not wives.

ee Big Whrds of Christ 


‘For the Son of man is come to seek and to save that which was 
lost.” Luke 19:10. 


HIS TEXT contains four big 
} words—big in meaning, big in 
suggestiveness, big in the desti- 

ny they determine. 
I. COME. “The Son of man is come.” 

Jesus emptied Himself of divine 
power and glory, stripped Himself of 
the honor with His Father, came to 
the earth, and took upon Himself the 
curse of man, and clothed Himself in 
sinful flesh to seek and save the lost. 

Born of a virgin, He came in weak- 
ness, without honor and glory. Christ 
was born into this world as “a lamb 
slain from the foundation of the 
world” to redeem lost humanity. 

Born in poverty, reared in obscurity, 
He faced the Sanhedrin. I can see Him 
there, standing before the judges, as 
false accusers make slanderous accu- 
sations against Him. He claimed that 
He was the Son of God, and he cer- 
tainly proved that He was. This is the 
reason He is judged by sinful men— 
He who knew no sin. 

Slapping his face, plucking His 
beard, and spitting upon Him was not 
enough revenge for them. They 
pressed a crown of thorns on His head, 
dressed Him in royal garments, and 
bowing to their knees mocked Him as 
king of the Jews. He was falsely ac- 
cused of blasphemy and condemned to 
die. His back having been lacerated 
with a cat-of-nine-tails until the flesh 
was mingled with the blood, they led 
him outside the gates of the city to be 
crucified. Hanging between heaven 
and earth on an old rugged tree, He 
cried, “My God, My God, why hast 
thou forsaken me?” Isaiah said of 
Him, “He is despised and rejected of 
men; a man of sorrows and acquaint- 
ed with grief .. . smitten of God and 
afflicted.” 

His primary purpose was to fulfill 

e law of Moses. “For what the law 

ould not do, in that it was weak 
through the flesh, God sending his 
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own Son in the likeness of sinful 
flesh, and for sin, condemned sin in 
the flesh” Romans 8:3. He was the 
Hope of Israel. Today He is the Hope 
of the world. “The Son of God is 
come.” Think of what the condition 
of man would be today if Christ had 
not come. I know He lived in poverty 
and died a horrible death; yet, be- 
cause of what I feel in my soul, I can 
look up and say, “thank you Jesus be- 
cause you came.” It was a divine ne- 
cessity. It required a Jesus in the 
flesh to save a soul for heaven. 

II. SEEK. “The Son of man is come 

to seek.” 

God is a soul-seeking God. Man 
through the ages has tried to find 
God. Today God is seeking him, for 
He is the God of love, wisdom, and 
kindness. 

The woman who lost her coin sought 
diligently until she found it. God is not 
an angry God who must be begged to 
save man, but He is a soul-seeking 
God. He is eager to save the lost. Je- 
sus went in search of the needy. He 
healed the man at the pool of Be- 
thesda. Jesus heard the cry of the ten 
miserable lepers and healed them. 

Man’s condition was the same as 
that of the one sheep lost from the 
fold. Yet, the shepherd left the ninety- 
nine safely in the fold and went in 
search of the one that had strayed. 
Through the barren precipice, over 
the jagged rocks, and near the gush- 
ing stream of water, he searched ex- 
pectantly in the darkness of night un- 
til he found his lost sheep. With re- 
joicing he brought it again to the fold. 
The ear of Christ is ever acute to the 
cry of helpless, hopeless misery. 

In the beginning when Adam fell 
into sin, God came through the gar- 
den in the cool of the day seeking him. 
The entire Bible is a story about God’s 
search for man, and John closes Rev- 
elation with His last invitation, “... 


let him that is athirst come. And who- 
soever will, let him take of the water 
of life freely.” 

God, through His Holy Ghost; God, 
through His word; God, through His 
Church; God, through His people is 
seeking you. Many times in the min- 
istry of Christ He could have ascribed 
to Himself the praise and glory for 
great miracles of healing, but He said, 
“Believest thou not that ... the words 
that I speak unto you I speak not of 
myself: but the Father that dwelleth 
in me, he doeth the works.” Jesus 
came not to seek worldly fame and 
glory for Himself, rather He was con- 
stantly seeking the lost souls of His 
day and all eternity. Once He was of- 
fered the kingdoms of the world by 
His shrewd adversary, but He refused 
them so that He might go in search of 
the lost. Jesus came to seek. 

III. SAVE. “The Son of man is come to 
seek and to save.” 

We come to the big, important word. 
In order for Jesus to save men He 
needs to do three things: 

First, He must give to man a new 
conception of God; He must tell man 
that God cares for him. The world 
had the wrong conception of God. 
Man through that God was autocratic 
and severe and would punish him 
rather than bless him. Jesus had to 
make man feel that God is interested 
in him and cares for his soul, and 
wants it. 

Next, Jesus must get before the 
world man’s need of a savior. To do 
this He laid stress on the soul. He 
taught that it is immortal; that the 
Devil is trying to possess and damn it. 

Third, in order to save, the cross 
had to be erected on Calvary. This 
picture tells man how much God loves 
him, and moves and melts his heart, 
creating in him a desire for salvation. 
As we see Jesus hanging on the cross,

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eile Thought-factor in Achievement

“As he thinketh in his heart, so is he,” Proverbs 23:7. 


S A MAN THINKETH in his heart so is he” not 
Al only embraces the whole of a man’s being, but 

is so comprehensive as to reach out to every con- 
dition and circumstance of his life. A man is literally 
what he thinks, his character being the complete sum 
of all his thoughts. 

As the plant springs from and could not be without 
the seed, so every act of man springs from the hidden 
seeds of thought and could not have appeared without 
them. This applies equally to those acts called “spon- 
taneous” and “unpremeditated” as to those which are de- 
liberately executed. 

Act is the blossom of thought, and joy and suffering 
are its fruits; thus does a man garner the sweet and 
bitter fruitage of his own husbandry. All that a man 
achieves and all that he fails to achieve is the direct 
result of his own thoughts. In a justly ordered universe, 
where loss of equipoise would mean total destruction, in- 
dividual responsibility must be absolute. A man’s weak- 
ness and strength, purity and impurity are his own, and 
not another man’s; they are brought about by himself 
and not by another. His condition is also his own and 
not another man’s. His suffering and his happiness are 
evolved from within. As he thinks, so he is; as he con- 
tinues to think, so he remains. 

A strong man cannot help a weaker unless that weaker 
is willing to be helped, and even then the weak man 
must become strong of himself; he must, by his own 
efforts, develop the strength which he admires in an- 
other. None but himself can alter his to think and to 
say, “Many men are slaves because one is an oppressor; 
let us hate the oppressor.” Now, however, there is among 
an increasing few a tendency to reverse this judgment, 
and to say, “One man is an oppressor because many are 
Slaves; let us despise the slaves.” The truth is that op- 
pressor and slave are cooperators in ignorance, and seem- 
ingly in order to afflict each other, are in reality af- 
flicting themselves. A perfect knowledge perceives the 
action of law in the weakness of the oppressed and the 
misapplied power of the oppressor; a perfect love, seeing 
the suffering which both states entail, condemns neither; 
a perfect compassion embraces both oppressor and op- 
pressed. 

He who has conquered weakness, and has put away all 
selfish thoughts, belongs neither to oppressor nor op- 
pressed. He is free. A man can rise, conquer, and 
achieve only by lifting up his thoughts. He can remain 
weak, abject, and miserable only by refusing to lift up his 
thoughts. Before a man can achieve anything even in 
worldly things, he must lift up his thoughts above slavish 
animal indulgence. He may not, in order to succeed, give 
up all animality and selfishness, by any means; but a por- 
tion of it must, at least, be sacrificed. A man whose first 


Qoouzn: is bestial indulgence could neither think clearly 


nor plan methodically; he could not find and develop his 
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latent resources, and would fail in any undertaking. Not 
having commenced manfully to control his thoughts, he is 
not in a position to control affairs and to adopt serious re- 
sponsibilities. He is not fit to act independently and stand 
alone. He is limited by the thoughts which he chooses. 


THERE CAN BE no progress, no achieve- 
ments, without sacrifice, and a man’s worldly success 
will be in the measure that he sacrifices his confused 
animal thoughts, and fixes his mind on the development 
of his plans and the strengthening of his resolution and 
self-reliance. The higher he lifts his thoughts, the more 
manly, upright, and righteous he becomes—the greater 
will be his success, the more blessed and enduring will 
be his achievements. The universe does not favor the 
greedy, the dishonest, the vicious, although on the mere 
surface it may sometimes appear to do so; it helps the 
honest, the magnanimous, the virtuous. All the great 
teachers of the age have declared this in varying forms, 
and to prove and know it a man has but to persist in 
making himself more and more virtuous by lifting up 
his thoughts to the terms and requirements of Almighty 
God. 

Intellectual achievements are the results of thought 
consecrated to the search for knowledge, or for the beau- 
tiful and true in life and nature. Such achievements 
may be sometimes connected with vanity and ambition, 
but they are not the outcome of those characteristics; 
they are the natural outgrowth of long and arduous ef- 
fort, and of pure and unselfish thoughts. 

Spiritual achievements are the consummation of holy 
aspirations. He who lives constantly in the conception 
of noble and lofty thoughts, who dwells upon all that is 
pure and unselfish, will, as surely as the sun reaches 
its zenith and the moon its full, become wise and noble 
in character, and rise into a position of influence and 
blessedness. Achievement, of whatever kind, is the crown 
of effort—the diadem of thought. By the aid of sel- 
control, resolution, purity, righteousness, and well- 
directed thought a man ascends; by the aid of animality, 
indolence, impurity, corruption, and confusion of thought 
a@ man descends. 

A man may rise to high success in the world, and 
even to lofty altitudes in the spiritual realm, but again 
descend into weakness and wretchedness by allowing 
arrogant, selfish, and corrupt thoughts to take possession 
of him. 

Victories attained by right thought can be maintained 
only by watchfulness, prayer and faith in God. Many give 
way when success is assured, and rapidly fall back into 
failure. All achievements, whether in the business, in- 
tellectual, or spiritual world, are the results of definitely 
directed thought, and the only difference lies in the 
object of attainment and the spirit that motivates the 
efforts. Let us remember that the best thoughts come out 
of pure hearts, and the most noble deeds are the result 
of much thinking.—North Carolina Echoes. 
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South Carolina’s Junior United States Senator, the Hon- 
orable J. Strom Thurmond is greeted by the State Over- 
seer, H. B. Ramsey. Mr. Thurmond flew down from Wash- 
ington to speak at the South Carolina Camp Meeting. 


He was very complimentary of the Church of God and 
expressed that the singing was the best he ever heard.

Excerpts from 
his talk are contained in the Camp Meeting report. 
Senator Thurmond was the first man ever to be elected 
to the United States Senate on a write-in vote. 


“Enter into his gates with thanksgiving, and into his 
courts with praise; be thankful unto him, and bless his 
holy name.” Psalm 100:4. 


This text, which appeared on the front of the camp 
meeting program, was very appropriate for the occasion, 
as it expressed accurately the attitude of the tremendous 
crowd that filled the spacious tabernacle located on a 
beautiful plot of wooded land near Mauldin, South Caro- 
lina just ten miles from Greenville. 

While millions all over America were celebrating the 
signing of that famous and memorable document known 
as the Declaration of Independence, thousands gathered 
at the Church of God Campground in South Carolina for 
another great annual home-coming. Not only was this 
time convenient for many who were getting their vaca- 
tion at this particular date, but also it was appropriate 
to celebrate the holiday period with a great spiritual 
feast of this kind. Certainly there could be no better way 
to express our appreciation of the courage and sacrifice 
of our forefathers who dared to declare that “this nation 
under God shall be free and independent.” 

Camp meetings have always been a vital part of evan- 
gelical religion ever since our forefathers settled on the 
eastern sheres of this continent. From the earliest days of 
colonialism, camp meetings have played a great role in 
the religious life of our nation. Beginning in Kentucky, 
the spirit and practice of camp meetings spread to almost 
all of the states as they made their. steady march west- 
ward. Meetings of the earliest days of our country were 
very similar to our present-day Pentecostal camp meet- 
ings. We know from reliable sources that, when moved 
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by the Spirit of God, the Christians of early times acted 
much as Pentecostals do today. During these early camp 
meetings, many shouted up and down the aisles; and al- 
tars were filled with seekers who prayed through to a real 
experience just as they did in the 1955 South Carolina 
Camp Meeting. In the early days of the Church, thousands 
gathered under brush arbors or in the open to hear the 
gospel. They came for hundreds of miles by wagon or 
horseback. Whole communities were converted. The lives 
and habits of the early pioneers were changed from the 
sinful practices of drinking and gambling to the peaceful 
pursuits of God-fearing churchgoing people. It is quite 
certain that if it had not been for these early camp 
meetings Christianity would not have made the progress 
it has made and given us a nation that we have been 
privileged to call a Christian nation. Certainly God has 
blessed and prospered America above all nations of the 
world, and we are thankful for this. 

The theme of this camp meeting was expressed and em- 
phasised each evening by the evening speaker, Brother 
H. D. Wi'liams, General Secretary-Treasurer of the 
Church of God. Truly it came up to the stated purpose of 
the speaker, who said: “This is our annual home-coming. 
It is a time when we renew our vows to God. It is a time 
when you who have born the burdens of the past year 
have come here to make a new consecration to God. You 
have come here to get your cups filled that you may re- 
turn to your churches with the joy of the Lord in your 
souls, and with a testimony that may shake the founda- 
tion of the world.” He warned: “If we fail to enter into 
this spiritual blessing, it will spell tragedy in the days to 
come.

Brother 
Williams continued his message: “It is not another gospe 
we need.

and singing the praises of God until this world can feel 
the glory and power of His presence in our midst; and 
sinners will fall out with the Devil and pray through to 
old-time salvation. We need a new touch of the old-time 
Pentecosta! power and passion for suffering, dying men. 
That compassion and love is filling the atmosphere here 
tonight.” As he spoke, the Holy Ghost fell over the con- 
gregation and people shouted and praised the Lord. Real- 
izing that the burdens and problems of the minsitry have 
been heavy for many, Brother Williams urged: “Preach- 
ers, if problems in the church have gotten you down and 
you have just about lost faith, pray through to a real ex- 
perience ard everything will look brighter. If you think 
the Church of God is about ready to go down, you need to 
get on the brighter side. The sun is still shinning.” With 
great earnestness, the speaker of the evening stated: “If 
there is anything the Church needs, it is real compassion 
for suffering, dying souls. If we can pass by sinners and 
backsliders without having a burden and compassion for 
lost souls, ve need God to touch us anew with his power. 
It was when Jesus was moved with compassion that he 
saved the multitudes and healed the sick and suffering. 
It is when our hearts are filled with compassion that peo- 
ple want to join the Church and support the work of the 
Church.” 

The abcve quotation is a gist of the sermon which 
Brother Williams preached on the second night of the 
camp meeting. It is typical of the fine messages that 
blessed the thousands who attended this great camp meet 
ing each evening. The messages were evangelistic in em- 
phasis, and the Lord put his approval upon each one by 
pouring ovt His Spirit. Conviction was strong as the al- 
tars were practically filled when the altar call was given. 
Many were saved, sanctified and filled with the Holy 
Ghost. 

Of course, the fine singing and music by the large choir 
as well as the special singing contributed greatly to the 
success of the camp meeting. Brother Arnold Godwin was 
a great blessing to the services as he sang until the power 
of the Lord fell and the spirit of conviction was present 
in a marvelous way when time came for the sermon to 
begin. 

Brother E. M. Ellis did a wonderful job as Bible teacher 
in the morning services. His messages were very informa- 
tive as well as inspirational.

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ROMAN CATHOLICS CLAIM 
480,000,000 MEMBERSHIP . 

A Reuters dispatch from Vatican 
City contains t fabulous claim: 
There are 480,000,000 Roman Catholics, 
says an estimate by Canadian Abee 
Adrien Bouffard, published by a mis- 
sionary organ here. It shows that Bra- 
zil has the most Roman Catholics, 
48,000,000 followed by Italy with 
47,500,000 and France with 35,000,000. 

The estimate gave Europe 23,000,000 
Roman Catholics, North and South 
America 199,000,000, Asia 31,000,000. 
Africa 17,000,000 and Oceania 
2,500,000. 

Italy has 60,000 priests, more than 
any other country. France has 51,000, 
the U. S. 44,000, Spain 31,000, Germany 
25,000 and Canada 13,000. 

The world total of Roman Catholic 
priests was estimated at 362,000, with 
246,000 of them in Europe. 

LIFE MAGAZINE PLANNING 
SPECIAL CHRISTMAS ISSUE 

An attempt to compress 2,000 years 
of Christianity in 100-plus pages of 
Life magazine is being undertaken by 
the editors. According to plans just 
revealed, the magazine will issue a 
two-in-one edition spanning Christ- 
mas and New Years. Dated December 
26, the special issue will sell for 35 
cents and be on the newsstands (as 
long as they last) for two weeks. 
The special issue will conclude the 
series on World’s Great Religions be- 
gun last February and contain twice as 
many 4-color editorial pages as have 
ever appeared in Life before. 

Members of the Life staff have 
spent months ranging the Holy Land, 
the early Mediterranean centers of 
Christianity, the archives and muse- 
ums, cathedrals and monasteries of 
Western Europe, seeking to recapture 
on film the fervor that marked the 
spread of Christianity. 

Albert H. Schwermann, professor at 
Concordia College, Edmonton, Alberta, 
Canada, told 650 pastors attending 
the 32nd biennial session of the 
Northern Illinois District of the Lu- 
theran Church, Missouri Synod that 
some preaching was not too good. He 
said: “A glance at the sermon topics 
found in the church pages of our Sat- 
urday or Sunday newspapers does not 
always convey the go> ange that the 
ministry conveys a glorious message.” 

Citing a rural pastor who delivered 
a sermon on scientific methods of 
raising pigs, Prof. Schwermann de- 
clared: “Such rot is heard from our 
pulpits in North America because men 
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who occupy the ministry have not the 
faintest conception of what the min- 
istry ought to convey.” 


JUDGE IN ‘MONKEY TRIAL’ 
STILL SURPRISED 





Amazed at the world-wide publicity 
provoked by a decision he made 30 
years ago—July 20, 1925—-former 
Judge John Raulston still thinks the 
matter was not overpublicized. Now 
86, Raulston lives in South Pittsburg, 
Tenn., having been forced, by a nerv- 
ous breakdown and a broken hip, to 
retire from his law practice five years 
ago. 

The now famous Scopes evolution 
trial was not a question of religion 
but of law—a motion to quash an in- 
dictment. It was a test case of Ten- 
nessee’s law prohibiting the teaching 
of evolution. Raulston’s verdict up- 
held the law and the indictment of 
John Scopes for his teaching. The two 
famous opposing lawyers were Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan, for the state, 
and Clarence Darrow, for the defense. 
Raulston and Bryan, both Christians, 
a close friends as a result of the 

rial. 

Evangelical Press attempted to con- 
tact John T. Scopes—the only other 
living principal in the trial—who now 
lives in Louisiana but was advised 
that he had “No comment.” 


The Scopes trial and its attending 
publicity is considered by many to 
have “marked the turning point in the 
effort to check the swelling tide of 
materialistic and agnostic philosophy 
which had made such marked progress 
toward engulfing the young men and 
women in American educational insti- 
tutions, eliminating from due consid- 
eration any acknowledgment or 
thought of a divine Creator and ig- 
noring any revelation from Him.” 

For ten days the battle raged. More 
words were cabled across the ocean to 
Europe and Australia concerning this 
trial than had been sent in regard to 
any other happening in the United 
States. The American press in all sec- 
tions of the country devoted page aft- 
er page to vivid accounts of it. 

Concerning the reat publicity 
which was given the trial, William 
Jennings Bryan said: “It isn’t because 
the trial is held in Dayton. It isn’t be- 
cause a school teacher has been sub- 
jected to the danger of a fine of from 
$100 to $500. Causes stir the world, 
and this cause has stirred the world. 
It is because it goes deep. It is be- 
cause it extends wide and because it 
reaches into the future beyond the 
power of man to see.” 

The present William Jennings Bryan 
University, in Dayton, Tenn., opened 
its doors for freshman students on 
September 18th, 1930, approximately 
five years after the renowned anti- 
evolution trial. The inaugural cere- 
money was held in the courtroom in 
which Bryan assisted in the prosecu- 
tion of Scopes. 

After all these years, it still hurts 
the judge that Darrow objected to his 
opening of court with prayer. “The 
Legislature did it ‘and so did the State 
Supreme Court,” Raulston recalls, “so 
I overruled Darrow and continued the 
custom of calling on a minister to 
open proceedings.” 


The entire month of October has 
been designated Evangelical Press 
Month by the publications affiliated 
with the Evangelical Press Association. 

Announcing the fourth annual ob- 
servance, EPA President, J. Fred Park- 
er, declared that editors of periodi- 
cals will concentrate their effort in “a 
nation-wide campaign to make read- 
ers aware of the importance of reli- 
gious publications in the foreward 
march of their churches, their homes 
and their personal Christian lives.” 
Theme of the month: “A Christian 
magazine in every home.” 

Evangelical Press Month this year, 
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as in the past, will be observed simul- 
taneously with the Associate Church 
Press effort to increase both circula- 
tion and actual readership of all Prot- 
Ou publications during October. 

Most religious periodicals belong to 
either ACP or EPA. The simultaneous, 
yet completely independent, observa- 
tion by both groups during a single 
month of each year results in a posi- 
tive impact being made upon readers 
of religious papers. 

Currently ACP represents 129 peri- 
odicals with an estimated readership 
of 10,500,000 persons. EPA represents 
just under 100 periodicals with an es- 
timated readership of 2,500,000 evan- 
gelicals. 


GOD’S WORD IN MAN’S WORLD 
JACKSONVILLE: Businessmen of- 
ten get their names in the local news- 
papers, but few make national copy for 
the same reason that Harry Hight- 
fritz of Morgantown, W. Va., did—He 
read the Bible through 57 times! His 
advice: “The only way to get acquaint- 
ed with the Bible is to read it—not 
confine oneself to reading about it.” A 
Florida editor’s comment: “One man, 
at least has read it 57 times; and a 
poll of literate America would show, 
without a doubt, that there still are 
millions of people who read it regular- 
ly.”—Source: Florida Times Union. 


CAMBRIDGE, OHIO: “The greatest 
protection against communism is the 
open Bible,” declared Charles A. Wells, 
noted editor, cartoonist and world 
traveler, at a meeting in the First 
Presbyterian church. His thesis: No 
free country where the Bible is an 
open book has been conquered by 
Communism. His proof: “One of the 
miracles of our day, is the freedom 
of Finland and Sweden which are 
both pressed close against the borders 
of the Soviet and which in contrast to 
such countries as Poland, Bulgaria, 
Hungary and others have been able to 
withstand the onslaughts of the com- 
munists. Finland, Sweden, Denmark, 
Norway—these countries have long ago 
instituted the gospel of Christian shar- 
ing, they have no great feudal blocks 
of wealth and no unsightly areas of 
poverty as existed in old Poland, today 
in Greece and Italy, where the com- 
munists are such a threat. Here we 
have overwhelming proof of the abili- 
ty of the Christian message to block 
the progress of Communism by insti- 
tuting Christian justice so that Com- 
munism has nothing to offer.”— 
Source: Cambridge Jeffersonian. 


PHILADELPHIA: At least one per- 
son in the Nation’s Capitol reads the 
Bible. Representative Joseph R. Bry- 
son (Dem., S. C.) explained that he 
thinks he has found out what’s wrong 
with Europe.

WHEATON ARCHAEOLOGIST 
RETURNS FROM PALESTINE 
DIGGING 

Dr. and Mrs. Joseph P. Free and 
their children, Nita and David, have 
returned from several weeks spent on 
their excavation site in ancient Do- 
than, located in Arabian Palestine. 
Covering a plot of approximately 80 x 
80 feet on their 25 acre site, the Frees 
dug to an 8 to 10 foot depth, uncover- 
ing evidence dating back to Elisha 
and the reign of Hezekiah, 800 to 700 
B.C. New evidence found was the de- 
struction of a city by the Assyrian in- 
vasion referred to in the Bible about 
700 B.C., with a small skeleton, pre- 
sumably that of a woman, found at 
the foot of a wall. 

A second skeleton, that of a six-foot 
tall man, dating back to the Roman 
period was also found. This specimen 
was the most intact of any skeletons 
found by the Frees to date. According 
to Dr. Free, “it was in perfect condi- 
tion with a perfect set of teeth, abso- 
lutely without cavity.” They were able 


to lift and secure it to a form without 
breakage. 

An interesting street about four feet 
wide was the discovery of Mrs. Free. 
They were able to follow it about 30 
feet and picked up many objects, 
which seemed to have been dropped 
hastily, signifying flight. Among these 
was a beautiful ring set with a color- 
ful scarab. 

Making up the excavating party, 
besides the Free family, were Mr. and 
Mrs. Alfred Koppin of Detroit, Mich., 
and Mr. and Mrs. Eugene Giese of 
Lake George, Minn. Mr. Koppin is an 
engineer for Hudson Motor Company, 
Mr. Giese is an archaeologist. 

Dr. Free, upon his return, an- 
nounced two future Bible Land tours 
scheduled for next year. The first tour 
sails from New York late in February, 
while the annual summer tour will 
sail late in June. 

Dr. and Mrs. Free will again head 
the early spring tour which will be 
the 12th annual tour, while Dr. and 
Mrs. Samuel J. Schultz will conduct the 
4th annual summer tour. Dr. Schultz 
is professor of Bible and theology at 
Wheaton College. 

According to Dr. Free, “These tours 
are open to Christian persons of all 
ages and afford ideal relaxation dur- 
ing the ocean voyages and excellent 
educational knowledge of Biblical 
countries in the Palestine area. Im- 
portant seaport stops will also pro- 
vide added interest to the tours.” 


PRESIDENT REVEALED AS 
PRAYING FOR DIVINE GUIDANCE 

President Eisenhower is not 
ashamed to kneel in prayer for divine 
guidance in making fateful policy de- 
cisions. This fact, often rumored but 
never clearly stated, has become 
known through the inadvertant rev- 
elation of a top member of the White 
House staff. 

An administrative assistant, Fred A. 
Seaton, referred to the President’s 
prayer habit at a small gathering of 
newspaper publishers. Mr. Eisenhow- 
er’s spiritual sincerity had been ques- 
tioned and Mr. Seaton, coming to the 
President’s defense, related the de- 
tails of an incident which came to 
his personal attention. 

Seaton’s statement as later released 
for publication: 

“One of the President’s assistants 
walked into his office unannounced. 
He has authority to do that on urgent 
matters when the President is not oth- 
erwise engaged. The assistant entered 
quietly and, to his astonishment, 
found the President on his knees in 
silent prayer by his desk. 

“The assistant was profoundly em- 
barrassed and immediately turned to 
leave. At that instant the President 
rose and noticed him. The assistant 
started to apologize, but the President 
told him it wasn’t necessary. Then as 
the assistant delivered the important 
message he was carrying, the Presi- 
dent quietly explained that he was 
making a crucial decision that could 
mean peace or war in the Far East 
and had prayed for divine guidance to 
choose the right course.”
